FOUND BY LINER 


Impossible for Small Craft 
Stay Afloat in High Seas 
Wireless Message De- 
clares.

faces the loss of his gold through 
inability to sue the Government if 
he surrenders it at the behest of an 
official who was not authorized by 
Congress to demand it; and, on the 
other hand, the Judge noted, the 
gold owner is confronted with the 
possibility of imprisonment and 
fine if he does not comply with the 
order. 

The Judge stated that section 5 
of the executive order of Aug. 28 
is “in effect a confiscatory and un- 
constitutional method of enforcing 
the powers of Congress,” and 
added: 

“I hold that by Section 5 of the 
executive order the President has 
stepped outside the zone of the 
mandate given him by Congress 
and into the zone of his fellow 
mandatory, the Secretary of the 
Treasury.” 

Judge Woolsey also ruled, how- 
ever, that “the power of eminent 
domain extends to all kinds of 
property without exception, wheth- 
ev real or personal, tangible or in- 
tangible.” 

“Under the Constitution,” he said, 
“the power of eminent domain 
means the right to take property 
for public use on payment, ander 
the provisions of the fifth amend- 
ment, of just compensation for the 
value “determined as of the time 
and place of taking. 

“The taking of private property 
for public use need not be in pursu- 
ance of a condemnation proceeding, 
nor need it be preceded or even ac- 
companied by payment of compen- 
sation. 

“Themfore the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2 of title 1, of the act of 
March 9, 1933, authorizing requisi- 
tion of gold by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, when in his judgment it 
may become hecessary to protect 
the currency system, is a valid ex- 
ercise by Congress of a power nec- 
essarily incidental to its currency 
power.”

We stopped about half 
a mile out on the bridge, at which 
time Hart was ordered out of the 
car and Holmes walked back of the 
car to the rear of rBooke Hart and 
hit him over the head with «. brick, 
when I had obtained at a cement 
company in San Jose, before we 
started on this trip. 

“When Holmes first struck Hart 
on the head with the brick he hol- 
lered ‘help, help,’ but Holmes hit 
him on the head again with the 
brick and knocked Hart uncon- 
scious. !

The actual figures 
make very little difference be- 
cause there are still a great 
many, still millions, out of em- 
ployment, and this particular 
effort in which you and I are 
ed at the present time is 
to put 4,000,000 people from the 
list of those still unemployed 
back to work during the winter 
months so that we ean honestly 
say as a nation that this winter 
is not going to be like last 
winter or the winter before. 

I like to stress not only the 
fact of 4,000,000, but also the 
fact that of those four millions 
of people 2,000,000 are today on 
what we might just as well call, 
frankly, a dole. When any man 
or woman goes on a dole, some- 
thing happens to them mental- 
ly, and the quicker they are 
taken off the dole the better it 
is for them during the rest of 
their lives. 

Too Proud to Get Relief. 

We hope we can recruit 2,- 
000,000 from the ranks of people 
who perhaps ought to have 
been on the dole — perhaps 
people who were too proud to 
ask for assistance. 
community most of us know of 
cases—many cases—of families 
that have been living along, 
barely subsisting, yet too proud 
to go and ask for relief. We 
want to help. that type of 
American family. 

Now this work is really and

I don’t want to talk to you of- 
ficially, but unofficially and ex- 
temporaneously.

As you know, during the 
past eight months we have tried 
honestly and practically to face 
a problem that no other nation 
in modern history has ever been 
confronted with.

I believe the question was 
raised this morning as to the 
transfer of some of the projects 
to which allotments have al- 
ready been made by public 
works, and I have been asked 
by the Governor of Wyoming to 
clear up that point.

“‘terior—and if he approves rad 


to the civil works administra- 
tion under Mr..Hopkins. I 
think that straightens out the 
question the Governor of Wyo- 
ming raised. 

Just one word more (and I 
am sort of talking in the fam- 
ily). We have heard a good 
many charges and allegations |, 
that have been made in regard 
to relief work—the same kind 
of charges that were maie 
when I was Governor of New 
York—chafges that politics 
were entering into the use of 
public works funds and of 
emergency relief funds. 

No Political Advantage Sought. 

I want to tell you very, very 
simply that your national Gov- 
ernment is not trying to gain 
political advantage one way or 
the other out of the needs of 
human beings for relief. We 
expect the same spirit on the 
part of every Governor of every 
one of the 48 s.iates and on the 
part of every Mayor and évery 
County Commissioner and of 
every relief agent. I would like 
to have the general rule adopt- 
ed that no pérson connected 
with the administration of this 
$400,000,0060 will in any single 
case in any political subdivision 
of the United States ask wheth- 
er a person needing relief or 
work is a Republican, Demo-f 
crat, Socialist or anything else. 

I am asking you to go ahead 
and do your share. Most of the 
work will fall on your shoul- 
ders. Most of the responsibil- 
ity for the practical applica- 
tion of the plan will fall on you 
rather than on us in Washing- 
ton. I can assure you that Mr. 
Hopkins, Secretary Ickes ‘and 
all of the people connected with 
the Federal Government are go- 
ing to co-operate in putting’ this 
plan to work quickly. 

Speed ‘is’ an essential. I am 
very confident that the mere 
fact of giving real wages to/

‘Such an ett 
ment would pledge the employes to 
avoid strikes and to submit to arbi- 
tration when negotiations fail.

Mid-Atlantic, 

By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Fan- 
tastic dreams of ocean air travel by 
means of man-made islands have 
achieved a basis of reality in an 
announcement by the Department 
of Commerce that it. plans to build 
one seadrome and perhaps five in 


Atlantic. 
The Public Works Administra- 


tion has allotted $1,500,000 to the 
aeronautic division of the Com- 
merce Department to erect the first 
floating island about 500 miles off 
the coast as an experiment. If suc- 
cessful, it is to be the first stopping 
place on a Government-owned and 
controlled trans-Atlantic airway. 
The route of this would be from 
the vicinity of Norfolk, Va., to 
Spain. 
One-Fourth Regular Size. 

The first seadrome will be only 
one-fourth the regular size, about. 
half an ordinary city block. It is 
to be completed in four months, 


be started. <A full-sized seadrome 
would cost $6,000,000 and the total 
project $30,000,000. 
State Department approval is 
expected momentarily, Secretary 
Roper said yesterday, and no inter 
national difficulty was believed like- 
ly since the seadromes would be 
open to all on payment of a toll 
charge. 
Roper said studies showed the 
seadromes would “assure efficient, 
safe, dependable and profitable 24- 
hour mail, passenger and express 
airplane service between the princi- 
pal cities of the Atlantic seaboard 
and Western European capitals.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Virgil 
Jordan, president of the National 
Industrial Conferénce Board, as- 
sailed the NRA yesterday and 
called ‘for widespread changes in 
the economic recovery setup. 

Addressing the National Found- 
ers Association, Jordan character- 
ized the recovery program as the 


“new delusion” and decla the 
“economic policies adopted by the 
administration . . . have been 


in the oneous, unsound and 
destructive to the long run welfare 
of the public.” 

These policies, Jordan added, 
“have retarded the normal pro- 
cesses of business recovery which 
were well under way in all other 
countries and have begun to show 
their effects here.” 

Of the Roosevelt . gold program, 
Jordan said: 

“The particular form of monetary 
action which the administration 
was finally persuaded ‘to adopt is 
not only problematical in its effec- 
tiveness in raising the domestic 
price level; but has set in motion 
powerful psyhological forces and 
international influences which 
have so seriously disturbed public 
confidence that the expected result 
has been completely offset.” 

To avoid “destructive inflation, 
Jordan said the administration 
should cease efforts to raise the 
price level through depreciation of 
the exchange value of the dollar, 


restore the gold standard as pf be- 
fore Jan. 1 and e gold’ pay- 
ment in bullion bars only. 

S. Welfs Utley of Detroit, presi- 
dent of the National Founders’ As- 
sociation, told the organization that 
establishment of the “New Deal” 
had confronted the United States 
with ‘the gteatest crisis since the 
Pilgrims landed.” 

His speech was given out after 
the first institute session, which 
was private, as the remaining ses- 
sions will be. 

“If:the Congress which meets in 
January leaves these laws un- 
changed,” Utley said, referring to 
recent legislation, “if the people at 
the election a year hence return 
those same men to office, then we 
shall have gone through the great- 
est revolution of all history, in the 
space of a few months, shall have 
retrod all the’steps of progress tak- 
en by the English-speaking race 
since that day seven centuries ago 
when Englishmen forced the great 
charter from King John.”

U. 9. PUBLIC DEBT UP 
O BILLION IN 3 YEARS 


Increase to $22,500,000,000 
Cancels Reduction Made in 
Preceding 7 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Increase 
of the gross public debt of the 
United States Government in the 
last three fiscal years more than 
canceled a reduction of the pre- 
ceding seven, it was shown today 
in an analysis by the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board. 

In the 1923-30 fiscal years ending 
June 30, the total debt was cut from 
223 billion dollars to 162 billion dol- 
lars, and a small surplus was shown 
at the fiscal close of 1930. Since 
then the public debt has gradually 
in¢reased to 225 billion dollars at 
the close of the last fiscal year, 
June 30, 1933, the board shows. 

“A marked change in the com- 
ponent items of the Government 
debt has taken place in the last 
three years,” the board states. “In 
the total debt of June 30, 1930, 
bonds formed 74.8 per cent, while in 
the larger debt of June 30, 1933, 
their proportion was 63.1 per cent. 
Outstanding bonds increased only 
slightly after 1930, but other forms 
of debt increased to June 30, 1933, 
by 424 billion dollars, bringing their 
aggregate to slightly over twice 
that of three years ago. 

“The inability of the Government 
in depression years to float bond 
issues on favorable terms produced 
an extraordinary activity in Treas- 
ury fiscal transactions. Issues of 
the various forms of debt have been 
frequent, primarily to meet maturi- 
ties of previous issues, and also to 
furnish cash for current expenses. 
In this continuing process of issue 
and redemption the tendency has 
been toward an*increase in Treas- 
ury notes. These are short-term ob- 
ligations with maturities in from 
two to five years, the more recent 
issues favoring the longer period. 
Interest rate on notes outstanding

BUCHAREST, Nov. 16. — The 
new Rumanian Government of Pre- 
mier Ion G. Duga opened a cam- 
paign last night to fight a rising 
wave of anti-Semitism in Ru- 
mania. 

The Cabinet voted to dissolve two 
of Rumania’s Swastika parties — 
Corneliu Codreanu’s Iron Guard 
and Prof. Alex Cuza’s anti-Semitic 
National Christian party. 

The growing strength of these 
organizations, which at present 
have only 17 seats in the Chamber 
of Deputies, caused anxiety parti- 
cularly in view of recent Nazi vic- 
tories in the Transylvanian district 
where, for instance, Nazis won 62 
per cent of the total votes cast in 
a recent election in Sibiu.

Public opinion is likely to be the deciding factor, 
as it has been in the case of the NRA codes. 

Organized real estate, including the landlord 
class, and organized lending interests, which 
hold too large mortgages on rundown property, 
are fighting the whole program. They have op 
posed limited-dividend housing in the past when- 
ever it appeared to promise serious rivalry. Their 
hostility to the New York State housing law has 
been continuous since its enactment in 1926. 

‘The executive committee of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards, meeting in Chi- 
cago a year ago, opposed RFC housing loans and 
stated that the association “does not believe that 
limited-dividend, tax-exempt, state-supervised, 
multi-family housing corpofations constitute a 
sound solution to problems of slum clearance and 
housing development.” No substitute was offered, 
but ever since, in nearly every city where action , 
was proposed, real estate organizations have 
fought to block housing loans. 

Everywhere the argument is basically the same 
—unfair competition of the Government with pri- 
vate enterprise. 

We are opposed to unfair competition of the Gov- 
ernment with private business, but model mass hous- 
ing is a field which private capital has never entered. 
Our slums are infested with the decayed living quar- 
ters of those who have gone on to better surroundings, 
and it is to protect the small sums which they. stil] 
yield, from poverty-stricken families that have no 
alternative, that the vested real estate interests fight 
their elimination. These interests would condemn a 
large part of our -population to disease and crime- 
breeding quarters in order to get their pound of flesh. 
Does Mayor Dickmann believe a correction of this 
condition constitutes unfair competition _with private 
business? ; 

As we have pointed out before, the Post-Dispatch 
has no pet scheme for public works. We are not 
wedded to river front improvement, though we think 
it desirable, or to any other particular project.

The rich we have always with us, too. And as 
time reels and trembles, and “as night whispereth 
unto night, and day unto day showeth knowledge,” 
we are bound to confess that the rich are a problem.

Tax-dodging is, of course, old stuff. Originally, it 
was rough stuff. Perjury was the crude, provincial 
mode—plain, blunt perjury. Essentially, it is perjury 
still, but “other days, other manners.” What with 
embellishments, subtlety, the sophistry of account- 
ancy, a bewilderment of operandi, tax-dodging has 
blossomed into a roaming, recondite, esoteric art. 
Yes, sir; Mammon’s fair-haired boys have developed 
a punctilio of deception. 
There was ex-Banker Mitchell's epistie to his wife. 
Just a short note; you know, unadorned endear- 
ments, upholstered with no expressions © impor- 
tance, a casual communication, and yet by this per- 
functory missige the chairman of the National City 
Bank (Charlie to his friends, if he has any) piled 
up a staggering loss that demolished the gains of a 
battling year and left him as free of income taxes 
as a prattling babe, or a quarrelsome sparrow, Or a 
languorous orchid. 
A minute with Mr. Morgan. A bluff, hearty, rather 
amiable person. when he stepped at last out of his 
life-long silence into the spotlight of Washington. 
Full-habited as a British’ ‘squire, with a pronounced 
British accent, and a pretty good Britisher, too, one 
might venture. For Mr. Morgan, as he told us, has 
scrupulously paid income taxes in England through 
the depression while tendering Uncle Sam nothing— 
not even ‘regrets. The proeédure, it is agreed, has 
been strictly legal, and we guess it will also be 
agreed that the procedure has been untainted by 
noblesse oblige, quite unmarred by the old-fashioned 
sentiment of patriotism. 

With the briefest nod to Dillon, Read & Co., ac- 
complished dodgers in their own right, we hasten to 
meet the ignoblest Roman of them all—Wiggin of 
the Chase—from whom we heard about the Canadian 
corporation. That is the latest word in the technique 
of income tax-dodging. How it is done is explained 
by John T. Flynn in the New Republic. 

You buy 1000 shares, at $100 a share, of XYZ. 
That is $100,000. You sell it for $200,000. Profit, 
$100,000, which must be reported in your income tax 
return. But wait! You organize a small corpora- 
tion in Canada, to which you sell your XYZ for 
$100,000. Presto, the profit has disappeared. Now, 
your Canadian corporation may, under Canafian 
laws, enter this stock in its books, not at the price 
paid for it-+$100.000—but at the market price at 
the time it was bought, namely, $200,000, and it may 
sell the stock at the market price. So you, if you 
happen to be a Wiggin, have made your profit of 
$100,000, but you have deftly concealed it, and Uncle

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WHAT THE CIVIL WORKS FUND IS FOR. 

The purpose of the $400,000,000 civil works fund, 
obseure in the first announcement, has now been 
made clear. The money is to be used to employ 
4,000,000 men through the months of December and 
January only. It is to be taken from the $3,300,000,- 
000 public works fund. Expenditures under that 
fund for actual wages have hardly begun. Because 
of the nature of many of the projects authorized, in- 
volving the drawing of plans and other preliminaries, 
the full force of the major public works plan will not 
be felt until next year. Thus, the $400,000,000 fund, 
to be spent on work which can be begun immediately, 
is a device to tide over the winter men who will later 
be able to obtain work under the major fund. 

It isa wise and humane idea. It will be a godsend 
to 4,000,000 men and their families. It will help lay 
the specter that we have before us another winter 
like the last.. President Roosevelt said some time ago 
that the country must never go through another such 
winter.

On Sweeping the World 


N old teacher of mine used to say: 
Acre you take to prophesying, remem- 


ber that, while a seven-pound baby 


grows up to be a 70-pound boy, and while 


the boy comes perhaps to be a 200-pound 
man, the process does not go on forever; 
200-pound men do not grow up to be 2000- 
pound giants.” My teacher said this some 
years before the war, when it was the 
fashion to believe that representative gov- 
ernment, as we knew it in the United States, 
was destined to sweep the world and be- 
come the universal fashion. Since then, we 


have lived through at least three distinct” 


seasons in which it was believed that a 
particular form of society was going to be 
adopted by all mankind. 

The first of these seasons \may be called 
the Wilson period. It lasted approximately 
from April, 1917, to Christmas of 1918. In 
this era, democracy was supposed tg be con- 
quering the world, and it, wagsheld to be 
only a question of time—a short time, at 
that—when everybody, Russians, Germans, 
Chinege, Indians, would become Jeffersonian 
Democrats and Gladstonian Liberals. 

* * * 


This springtime of idealism was succeeded 
by the Lenin season. This lasted from about 
1919 to about 1922. Communism was ahout 
to sweep the world. The Communists 
thought it would, and the non-Communists 
feared it might. We have almost forgotten 
now how hysterical we were about that 
menace. But somehow, a néw season set in. 


It was known to America as the Coolidge 


era. 
The new, marvelous, dazzling capitalism 
was about to sweep the world. Commissions 
arrived from France, Germany and England 
to find out the secret of our prosperity. We 
proclaimed the new era, and invited the 


world to follow us. That lasted from about 


1924 to 1929. 

Then, gradually, a new season began. This 
timée it was Fascism, and its apostle was 
Benito Mussolini. It, too, was to sweep the 
world, and for the moment millions of per- 
sons were spellbound by the new universal 
doctrine, and Mussolini, who is nobody's 
fool, has just permitted himself to indulge in 
a speech prophesying a universal future for 
the notions he happens to be applying in 
Italy. . 

Wilson did it in his season, Lenin in his, 
even Coolidge in his, so I suppose Mussolini 
has to do it in his. But there is no reason 
why anyone who can remember the day 
before yesterday should be unduly im- 
pressed. ‘ :

There is a disposition in the human mind 
to believe that in the newest and most spec- 
tacular political movement there is some 
kind of irresistible and illimitable energy. 
But it seems to me that, when we look into 


was a time when Burope believed that Islam 
might sweep the world.

But those doctrines 
never did make any lasting impression east 
of the Rhine or south of the Alps, and out- 
side of Europe anywhere, except where the 
English-speaking peoples had settled. | 

No one of these movements has been uni- 
versal. The world ig still composed of peo- 
ples professing all the religions, living under 
all conceivable political systems and ‘under 
many different kinds of social order.

' power of any doctrine is limited by deep 


underlying habits, by circumstances of geo- 
graphy and by the accumulated force of the 
past. The world is too varied, mankind is 
too deeply set in its' ways, to make it pos- 
sible for any one set of ideas to become 
universal.

Wurzburger,” rather than the nom- 
inal head of the department. Later 
the Mayor made him _ Election 
Commissioner, but the Democrats 
at Jefferson City legislated him out 
of office by passing a new election 
law, which gave the appointments 
to the Governor. 

He was out of politics for about 
20 years, and engaged in the pawn- 
shop business. In 1912 his son, 
George Wurzburger, was killed hy 
a robber in a holdup of the shop 
on Pine street.

Three times last, night, before 
5000 chilled fans,“Gunner Don 
Moses, formerly of Southern Cali- 
fornia, drew his arm back and shot

The only Brooklyn points were 
scored early in the second quarter, 
when the kick of “Swede” John- 
ston, who stood in his end-zone, 
was blocked and the ball bounded 
out .of the zone for an automatic 
safety. 

Moses passed, Malone caught and 
Frahm place-kicked once in each of 
the first three periods. 

There was no question as to the 
superiority of the Gunners. They 
made 13 first downs to 10 for the 
Dodgers, outgained the National 
Leaguers and showed a much more 
sturdy defense. 

Dodgers Used 21 Players. 

Moreover, the Dodgers used all 
their stars, every man of the 21 on 


the squad seeing some action. For‘ 


Brooklyn, “Shipwreck” Kelly, co- 
owner of the team with “Red” Ca- 
gle, was the standout with long 
runs around end and in returning 
kicks and slashes off tackle. Kelly, 
formerly of Kentucky U., was the 
fastest man on the field. 

Cagle, old Army star, was careful- 
ly watched and frequently smoth- 
ered in his attempts at the line ani 
his heaving of passes with which 
the Dodgers filled the air most of 
the evening.

THE STRAIGHT RIGHT LEAD. 


ROM boxing position (using 
the same principles as in the 


left jab) straighten und push 


the right hand out, face high; at 
the same time turning the right 
shoulder forward with the punch. 
This blow must be straight. In 
order to get good body rhythm 
into the cross, try turning the 
right heel out just as you deliver. 
Do not step in with the right 
foot and. then deliver this lead. 
(See Figure 1.) Now try the right 
lead by stepping in with the left 
foot, slightly to the left and de- 
livering. As to the right to the 
body, you must act exactly “as 
when delivering to the lead, ex- 
cept that you aim to the body. 
You can get to the body much 
faster, since the distance is much 
shorter, More accuracy can be 
obtained by punching to the body, 
inasmuch as you have a larger 
space to hit. When contact is 
made with your opponent's body, 
see that the hand is as shown in 
Figure 2. 

Do. not drop the left hand when 
attempting this right-hand lead. 
You .must remember that your 
adversary also has a right hand. 
He might beat you to the punch, 
or perhaps counter with it Good 
right-hand blows are respected.

Rockwell Kent, the famous 
artist, introduced her when he was 
in St. Louis the other day. Of 
course, Anina was not really with 
him, but so intimate a picture did 
Mr. Kent paint of the Eskimo wom- 
an, that I actually thought she was 
there, and extended my hand in 
greeting. Anina was probably a 
little surprised. People don’t say 
hello in Greenland. They are a 
friendly, affectionate race, and yet 
there is no-word in the Eskimo 
language which means hello. So I 
said hello in English and shook 
Anina’s hand. It was a small, deli- 
cate hand of velvety smoothness. 
The unpowdered skin of her face 
was equally exquisite. 

“The complexions of the Eskimo 


women are the most beautiful I 
have ever seen,” said Mr. Kent; “the 
texture of their skin seems to be so 


much finer than ours. Their faces, 
which are almost constantly ex- 
posed to an Arctic climate, seem to 
need no creams or lotions. Their 
only cosmetic aid is water, melted 
from the snow, and soap when they 
can get it.” 

But soap isn’t such a very com- 
mon article in Eskimo land. In 
fact, no manufactured article is 
very common there. European and 
American imports arrive in Green- 
land a few times a year, but the 
buying power of the Eskimos is 
anything but exhaustive. Not that

The wooden house of one room is 
late twentieth century Eskimo, with 
a touch of interior decoration by 
a mail order house. That dec- 
oration consists of three silver 
spoons wrapped in tissue paper and 
hidden somewhere, Not in the cab- 
inet, because she has no cabinet. 
She really doesn’t need one, for the 
sum of her utensils total two coffee 
cups, two saucers, a knife, a pot 
and maybe some forks that are 
practically useless. On one end of 
the room is a bed or “elevated 
floor” that occupies the full width 
of the house and accommodates the 
whole family in its mattress-less 
comfort. When husband Henrik 
brings a guest home from the next 
town, the visitor is put in the bed, 
too. 
Right now, Henrik is away on a 
hunting trip for the daily meal, so 
Anina sits on her table (when there 
is a table, it is used for sitting, -not 
eating), sewing away on some gar- 

ent, her legs, not dangling at 
the side of the table as we might 
imagine, but stretched in front of 
her in true Eskimo fashion.

Who wouldn’t, with such beautiful 
boots? Bright red boots of dressed 
sealskin that extend uy the~-thighs 
till they meet the edge of her fur 
pants. The inner sock of furred 
sealskin turned in is equally long, 
and terminates in a cuff that is 
bent over the boot. 

But what is this Anina is sewing? 
Something that resembles an eve- 
ning wrap and how it glitters in 
the northern hight. It’s a beaded 
cape on which Anina is sewing a 
standing dogskin collar of black 
fur. Older women don’t wear such 
sparkling capelets, but it will suit 
her daughter, Salamina, beautifully. 

“Romantic love as we know it 
doesn’t exist in Greenland,” said 
Mr. Kent. “The people are warm 
and affectionate, but not at all sen- 
timental in our sense. They live a 
natural, simple life, and therefore 
do not require the trimmings 
flowery courtships and seductive 


clothes.” ⸗ 


It is getting late in this land of 
midnight suns and midday moons, 
and Henrik isn’t home, there is 
nothing to eat, but Anina isn’t wor- 
ried. Outside, her two little boys 
are playing with a strange looking 
toy. It is a rubber ball which some 
missionary brought to the village 
school. Suddenly there is a lusty 
barking of dogs and the swish of an 
approaching sled. Henrik has come 
home. Not with the bacon, but with 
something which is just as good. 
They all run into the house eager 
to partake of the wonderful seal 
that Henrik has caught. Henrik 
isn't as hungry as the rest, for on 
the way home he extracted the 
liver from the animal with his 
hook and ate it as soon as it chilled. 
There is no time to cook the food, 
and so the family eat the seal-meat 
raw. Anina doesn’t have to worry 
much about her menu. Her hus- 
band brings the one meal which 
they have a day and, though the 
variety is limited, they enjoy what 
they have. Sometimes it is whale, 
sometimes walrus or duck. Gen- 
erally it is eaten raw, but occasion- 
ally Anina cooks the meat in the 
one pot she has and then will not 
even bother to wash the pot. The 
next meal is cooked in the same 
vessel. There are no dairy prod-

ucts, no fruit, no vegetables, no del- 
icacies of any kind. 

The meal over, Henrik an- 
nounces that he has a surprise. 
They are going to a dance in 
town which some visiting Ameri- 
cans are giving. Meanwhile, they 
can bring daughter Salamina 
home, who has gone to town to buy 
some ribbons that she will wear for 
her marriage. This isn’t the first 
that Salamina has been away from 
home for a few days. Even before 
she was betrothed, she sometimes 
stayed out all night, but papa and 
mama didn’t seem to care. Morals 
are different in Greenland. 


The dance is a brilliant social 
function, with a harmonica and two 
accordions supplying the music, 
which right now sounds something 
like “Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean.” The Greenlanders are very 
quick at learning American songs. 
There is Salamina dancing around 
madly with her betrothed in some 
dance that resembles the polka. 
Some of the women are smoking 
cigarettes, and the older ones puff 
on their pipes. But there are no 
highballs. Alcoholism is unknown 
in Greenland, the only drink being 
coffee.

HE coiffures are noteworthy. 

Most of the women wear their 

hair parted in the center and 
pulled back in a tight knot. But 
Anina and Salamina wear theirs 
the old-fashioned way, pulled into a 
‘sort of pigtail straight over the 
center of the head and tied with 
ribbons. Salamina’s are red, but 
as soon as she gets married they 
will be blue like her mother’s. The 
girls who are unmarried mothers 
wear green ribbons, but no one 
seems to stare at them. Yet mar- 
riage there is a strong institution. 


Divorce, however, is a thing prac- 
tically unknown. Maybe because 
Greenland is too far away from 
Reno, but mostly because there are 
no grounds for divorce. You can’t 
claim incompatibility, because life 
is simple and everyone’s interests 
are the same. You can’t claim cru- 
elty, because, as Mr. Kent relates, 
“physical violence is a thing taboo 
in Greenland.” You can’t claim de- 
gertion, because who would run 
away from a warm home out into 
the Arctic cold? And, above all, 
you can’t collect alimony, because 
there isn’t any wealth.
